Summer Term. Miss Grace Darling. A first attempt in teaching, 
and very successful. 
Fall Term. Miss Abbie G. Tucker. Considering the youth and 
inexperience of the teacher perhaps as much was accomplished as 
could be expected. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


PRIMARY DEPARTMENT. This school has been under the manage- 
ment of Miss Mary Morris during the year. Miss M.is an energetic | 
and successful teacher. It is a difficult school to keep in order. 

HIGHER DEPARTMENT. Summer Term. Miss Esta E. Baldwin. 
This school was not as successful xs it might have been, owing to 
sickness in Miss B.’s family, and another teacher was called in to 
take her place for two weeks. Miss B. is an excellent teacher, but 
there was a lack of zeal on the part of the scholars. 

Fall Term. Mrs. Mattie Soule, who has had experience, is ener- 
getic, and conducted the school with success. | 5 

Winter Term. Mrs. Mattie Soule, who well sustained her former 
reputation as a teacher in this school. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


Summer Term. Miss Hattie Stearns. Her first attempt in teach- 
ing, and of course left room for improvement. The school was too 
noisy and idle. 
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Fall and Winter Terms. Miss Kate E. Waterman, who showed 
the advantage of experience in her labors.. The instruction was 
careful, and the scholars made good improvement. It was thought 
best at the commencement of the Winter Term to divide this school, 
and Miss Frances Smith was engaged to teach in a dwelling house 
on the river road, to better accommodate those living in that vicinity. 
Miss S. is well qualified to instruct, and the School has been pros- 
perous. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


No Summer School. Fall Term. Mrs. I. L. Leavitt. Under her 
care the scholars were orderly and attentive to their duty and made 
good improvement. 


Winter Term. Mr. M. A. Hicks, who is an efficient teacher but 
needs to maintain a firmer government to be successful. The schol- 
ars were noisy and idle. 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 


No Summer School. Miss Mary M. Wood had charge of the Fall 
and Winter Terms. Miss Wood is interested in her work, and her 
success is equal to that achieved in previous terms. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 
Summer Term. Miss Martha E. Ladieu. This school was very 
smal], but the scholars were attentive to their duties and made good 
improvement. 


Winter Term. Miss Rosa A. Wood, who taught with her wonted’ 
energy and success. , 


DISrRICT NO. 7. 

Winter Term. Miss Hattie Dyer gave good ‘satisfaction, and her 
devoted labor in this school, though small, would place her among 
the first in teaching# May she find it profitable to herself to remain 
in town, if teaching is to be her calling, for her zeal and willingness 
to impart her knowledge will make her a succe: sful teacher. 

Winter Term. Miss Eunice Hough. Everything appeared to 
prosper in the school, until.near its close, when there arose some lit- 
tle disturbance that rendered it unpleasant. This quieiea down 
somewhat on the removal of one of the scholars. We are pleased 
to report that the Prudential Committee, as well as others, supported 
the teacher, and that she left the school under good discipline. 
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DISTRICT NO. 8. 


Summer Term. Miss Hersey, an old teacher in this school. A\l- 
though there were but few scholars she gave her whole time to the 
pupils. The general attendance was fair, and most of the cases of 
absence were unavoidable. 


Fali Term was opened by Miss Hellen Hough, who, on account of 
ill health, was compelled to leave the school. Miss Hersey succeeded 
her. The Committee did well in retaining the latter during the Win- 
ter Term. Where old teachers have well filled their places a change 
too often detracts from the interests of a school. 


DISTRICT NO. 9. 


Summer Term. Miss Whipple. She entered this her first school, 
and succeeded well. If anything was amiss it must have been a lack 
of confidence in herself. Among the few in attendance there were 
some very good scholars. 


Winter Term. Miss Lora Chase. A teacher of experience and 
energy, imparting instruction in a clear and concise manner. The 
school was an excellent one. 


DISTRICT NO. 10. 

In this District we find scholars of all grades, and too many recita- 
tions, even with the best classification. This, a village school in 
every sense of the word, was taught by Miss Ella M. Chapman. 
She came into this school a stranger and with but little experience 
as ateacher, and with her easy and unassuming manners, her lady- 
like bearing, her love of the vocation, by always meeting her pupils 
fairly in the varying methods adopted for correcting their mistakes 
either in deportment or studies, soon won their respect and obedience, 
not so much through fear of punishment as from a natural desire to 
please their instructor. The school could but’ make good progress 
under such circumstances. We visited the school several times and 
always found the deportment fair. We also noticed from time to 
time the increasing interest evinced by most of the scholars in their 
studies. 


We were sorry to be unable to visit the school during the Fall 
Term, taught by Miss Chapman. But judging trom the long list of 
visitors residing in the District, and hearing no complaint, we con- 
clude the Second Term must have been a success like the First. 
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Winter Term. ‘The services of Miss Emma Farnham were secured. 
Her record in the past was not injured during thisterm. She devotes 
all her strength to the work, and rightly deserves the approval of the 
Committee. We were sorry her strength failed about the middle of 
the term, fearing that a vacation might interfere too much with the 
profitableness of the term. But on calling the school together again 
both teacher and pupils appeared to be benefitted by the rest, and in 
the end nothing was lost. We would suggest, that here, especially, 
a greater uniformity in the text-books wou'd lessen the labor of the 
teacher and save much valuable time for the scholars. . 


DISTRICT NO. 11. 


This school, unfortunate last year from two of the teachers being 
sick, has been the reverse the present year. both in its list of teachers 
and its duration. 

Summer Term. Miss Etta Chandler, who, in commencing her 
second year of teaching, showed that her experience had not been 
valueless. The school always appeared well to us. The pupils 
made good progress. . 

Fall Term. Miss Lettie J. Nichols. Her good reputation in other 
schools was perhaps more than maintained in this school. 


Winter Term. Benj. F. St. Clair, a graduate of our State Normal. 
School, convinced us that he was fairly entitled to his certificate. He 
gained the approval of those who visited the school by being alive to 
his work, and by his ready manner in rendering many of those ques- 
tions, often too knotty and difficult for the pupil to understand, in 
_ such a light as to be easily taken up and retained by the student. 


DISTRICT NO. 12. 


Summer and Fall Terms. Mrs. Mary E. Stone, who has expe- 
rience, energy, and the tact of government. This school was well 
managed and made excellent progress. 


¢ 
Winter Term. Again this District was fortunate in securing the 
services of Mr. O. W. Burnap, who taught with profit to the school 
and credit to himself. ° 


DISTRICT NO. 13. 


Summer Term. Miss Lucy A. Hubbard. Few teachers are capa- 
ble of entire success in this school. Miss H. has many good quali- 
ties for a teacher, but failed to secure the order needed in such a 
school. 
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Fali Term. Miss Martha E. Ladieu. This school presented its 
usual upeasy appearance. Some of the scholars learned well, but 
there was evidently a want of system and discipline. 


{ 
Winter Term. Miss S. A. Bryant. Here was an excellent school. 
No teacher is more thorough. The order good, and the school a 
perfect success in every way. 


UNION DISTRICT NO. 14 AND 15. 


High DEPARTMENT. J. H. Noyes was retained in his old place, 
and as supervisor in the District for the First Term. He was the 
first teacher in the new house, and exhibited a deep interest in the 
prosperity of the school. The school did not advance at its usual 
pace during the Swmmer Term. 


Second Term. The Prudential Committee obtained the services of 
one whose reputation as an instructor is widely known. Mr. West- 
gate has had the experience of years in different places, and been 
favored with success. His easy manners, his acquaintance with the 
different branches of study, his habit of reading human nature, and 
by not relying wholly on prescribed rules of discipline no more than 
upon his text-books for the knowledge imparted to others, renders 
him perfectly at home in the school-room. He was friendly in his 
relations with the other teachers, both in his suggestions to them and 
his assistance in enforcing order. An assistant is needed very much 
indeed, but has been dispensed with during the past year, and very 
little time was taken from his own room. The teachers in the other 
rooms ought to have all their time given to their own scholars. In 
the present arrangement, they each, have an extra class. Mr. West- 
gate has been Principal of the school the past two terms. We find 
the attendance good and an increasing interest in their studies 
evinced by those under his guidance. 


GRAMMAR SCHOOLS. Miss Smallev, Miss Smith, and Miss Owen. 
Miss Smalley was employed during the year. It may be needless 
for us to speak at length of those who are so well known as teachers. 
Both rooms have been well filled with scholars, and much work 
accomplished. We remember well the class commencing English 
Grammar under Miss Smalley, also the two classes in Geography in 
Miss Owen’s room, and cannot refrain from speaking of them, al- 
though we omit the many other classes in the building. Not but that 
there are many deserving of mention, if space would allow and we 
were not too negligent. These three come very near being model 
schools. 
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INTERMEDIATE SCHOOLS. Miss Crawford remained in her old 
school through the Summer Term, when her place was filled by Miss 
Dudley for the remainder of the year. She is energetic, and throws 
all her strength into the work of teaching. Miss Mahan, a teacher 
of considerable experience, did much good during the year. The 
school is under good discipline and training to prepare it for the next 
room. On the North Side Miss Freeman taught the whole year. We 
would congratulate the Committee in securing her services, as well 
as some of the changes made in the other building. We are pleased 
to see order and method restored in a schvol which has been rated in 
the past as one of the hardest schools to control. > 


The Second and Third Terms showed a marked change in the - 
pupils for the better, both in their habits of applying themselves to 
their studies and general deportment. In this school, as well as — 
some others, much more could be accomplished if the number of 
classes were less. Yet a great deal has been done in this District 
during the past year to classify the schools. The books may all be 
of the first order, which are brought into our schools, stili, so many 
different authors on the same subjects necessarily increase the num-— 
ber of recitations to be made during a session. Parents could rem- 
edy the matter by consulting the teachers before purchasing new 
books. 

PRIMARY SCHOOLS. Miss Durkee and Miss Cushman were re- 
tained throughout the year. In these schools it is very difficult to 
find suitable teachers. Yet the Committee show that they are fully 
satisfied with the old teachers, and would be sorry to part with 
either. These teachers deserve to be promoted, from serving for 
two years so faithfully, and from doing so much good for the little 
ones. Yet is it really a promotion in the full sense of the word to 
leave these schools for those higher only in mental acquirements? 
_We would say, No! and think others will bear us out in our answer, 
judging from the long lists of visitors found in the registers who 
have found these schools so attractive for visitors. The little ones in 
order to succeed well must have the best talent and tact brought to 
their aid in making this the first step in a long series. 


DISTRICT NO. 16. 


We fear too much feeling exists in the District to promote the best 
interests of a school, as scholars soon learn the way of thinking 
adopted by their parents. There are only seven scholars in the Dis- 
trict, from this number the average attendance becomes less than 
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four for the Summer Term. A patron entered a complaint against 
the teacher. and requested the Committee to visit the school. We 
called several times but failed to find anything like incompetency on 
the part of the teacher. 


Miss Spencer taught the Summer Term of eight weeks. 


Miss L. Nettie Coleway commenced a Fall Term with only two 
scholars, and at the end of the fourth week closed the school. Un- 
doubtedly sickness among the scholars makes the attendance so 
small. The Committee would add that teachers, however fair their 
record may be, cannot alone make a school successful. 


In concluding we would congratulate the people of Lebanon upon 
exhibiting so great an interest in the cause of education, by early 
instiling into the minds of their children the benefits to be derived 
therefrom. Yes! in looking over the list of teachers for the past 
year we see even a majority is made up of those who are or have 
been residents of Lebanon. And we do not hesitate to say that our 
schools would compare favorably with any town of the same popu- 
lation in the State. Nor have the Prudential Committee, even in 
the face of ‘‘hard times,” been slow to keep the quota good, and to 
secure the best ability for teachers, as far as could be decided at the 
time. Most of our citizens can easily go back in memory and recall 
their schooldays passed in buildings far different from those found at 
present. They have seen nearly all of them remodelled, or they 
themselves have rebuilt in their places, so that now our school build- 
ings are an ornament to the town and becoming known throughout 
the State. Let us remember that these soon become valueless to us, 
although in good repair, unless we continue to call upon the best 
-teachers to occupy them.
